i life hud been threatened by an organisation known in the Common- 
wealth as the New Guard. 

Little thought, however, was given to the gigantic task which 
confronted Messrs. Dorman, Long, at the commencement of the en- 
terprise seven weary years ago. After labour which lasted for the 
better part of seven years the two ends of the Bridge met and the 
construction was only one inch out according to plan. One inch in 
1,650 feet — 19,800 inches! What a triumph of British engineering 
skill was this intricate mass of over 50,000 tons of steel which 
now joins Sydney proper with the vast suburban area of North 
Sydney. We can only wonder that there was no suspension of cable 
services in order to leave lines open for the millions of congratula- 
tory messages which poured into ba Seuney on the day of the celebra- 


tion.. 
One thing, however, marred ihe: great event — the attempt 


of the distinction of severing. the ribbon which was to open the) 
Bridge for the New South Wales Government. It was a scandalous 
act coming from an organisation boasting of a membership of 
300,000 people. Any animosity that they might have felt against 
the Premier might well have been attended to in some other way. 
To endanger such a construction as the Sydney Bridge because the 
New Guard disagreed with Mr. Lang's socialisation policy is hardly 
the spirit expected from British stock in the Dominions. A panic 
might well have resulted after the mounted man’s dash to the Pre- 
mier’s side; one or two bombs; and the work of seven years and 
£9,000,000 would be wasted. As far as we can ascertain no such 
thing occurred, but might it not have resulted thus, had Campbell, 
the Commander-in-Chief, been present instead of “bathing?” ~ 

What Campbell meant by his statement “although we had 
100,000 men we knew that one British officer would be sufficient ‘to 
deal with Lang and the Bridge situation despite the precautions 
taken, whith included the presence of 1,400 policemen,” we do not 
know, but it has a sinister tang about it. Political disngreement 
and nothing elso! At the north end of the bridge where the Mayor 
of North Sydney was officiating there was no interference whatso- 
eyer simply because his ideas and opinions had not- suacrenty: in- 
terested the New Guard to take action. 

One gratifying feature, however, in connection with ithe open- 
ing of the bridge which must give satisfaction to those intorcated 
in the furtherance of concord between ‘the English-speaking people 
was the fact that the écissors used ‘by the Mayor ‘at the north end

CONTROVERSY. 


- SWITCHING. 


The Younger Generation 


Is Troubled. 


Weare {nat approaching that 
period of acute controversy, which 
apparently never ‘will be settled, as 
to what the drivers of two vehicles 
should do when they meet on nt pub- 
lic road at night time. One achool 
has it that they should switch off 


their headlights and the other that Jare 


they should do nothing of the kind. 
A middle’ course would be more 


prudent, where there is provision 
for it onthe vehicles concerned: 
either dim the Hyhts. gradually, or 
‘dip the beam. To black out, or 80 
to alter the lights that it is impos- 
sible to sce what is immediately in 
the path of the car, is simply asking 
for trouble. + 

Many people have eyesight which 
is slow in accommodating itself to 
changea in’ illumination and they 
should be extremely careful not to 
reduce the light too suddenly. 
Probably at least 100,000 private 
cars ore not provided with dipping, 
or dimming, mechanism for the 
headlights, It is certainly not a 
gafe course for their drivers to 
switch off the lights, even if meet- 
dig the arrogant type of individual 
who flicks his Jamps on and off as a 
demand that the other driver should 
extinguish his, 

Incidentally, it is mostly the 
young, inexperienced driver who is 
troubled with dazzling headlights. 
Older motorists turn their heads 
slightly away from an approaching 
beum, or close one eye until the 
dazzle point has passed.

Concrete “Road” in the 
Laboratory. 


In order to test tyres under 
conditions approximating 88 
closely as possltde those to be 
met in actual service, the Ford 
Motor Company has construct- 
ed a machine on which tyres 
are run for hundreds of tulles 
over concrete “roads” without 
leaving the laberatory. 

‘This machine, the first of its kind, 
haa two east iron fly 
fect in diameter, the rims of which 
filled with concrete similar to 
that used for road pullding. A Ford 
chassis is placed on top of the 
wheels in auch a way that one tyre 
resis on cach concrete rim. The 
rear end if weighted to approxim- 
ate the weight of a car with pas- 
sungers’on 3 truck with load, de- 
pending upon the tyres being test- 
ed. - 

The driving. force is applied 
through the rear end with the re- 
sult that the tyres, in revolving the 
concrete wheels on which they rest, 
encounter a resistance which gives 
the effect of stendy uphill climbing 
on a concrete road plus the action 
that the tyres receive when turning 
sharp curves, alternating from left 
to right. Every tyre tested is run 
a minimum of 500 miles ata speed 
of 25 miles an hour, the brakes 
being applied and the car stopped 
every five minutes. This is equi- 
valent to several thousand miles of 
actual service -on the roads. In 
other instances tyres are run until 
they wear out. 

Tyres for Forth cars are supplied 
by several manufacturers. But, be- 
fore being accepted, several picked 
ut random from each shipment must

Although many car manufactur- 
ers have offected Improvements ix 
tho matter of rendoring the battery 
reasonably accessible for mainton- 
unce there are many inatances 
where it ia Inaccessible and conse- 
quently doos not receive the small 
amount of perivdical attention that 
is desirable, A neglected battery 
will have a short life and so in- 
crease oxpenses. First in the mat- 
ter of battery maintenance fs the 
necessity for keeping the clactro- 
lyte above the level of the plates, 
Distilled water should be added 
through the vents from time to time 
to keep the level fairly constant, 
‘only just sufficient water being add- 
je" to maintain the normal strength. 
J On no aceount should’ acid be 
ladded by the owner. ‘Should this 
at any time become necessnry, it 


sary when 
ipvavity of the electrolyte by adding 
acid. The state of charge of a bat- 
tery can best be tested by a battery 
‘hydrometer. When fully charged 
‘the olectrolyte will register a ape- 
cifie yravity of 1,280, or therenbouts 
and less in proportion as it fs dis- 
charged. 

As regards the Internal construc- 
‘tion of a battery, such as the plates 
and separators, it is not possible 
for car owners to do anything, the 
aid of a battery service depot being 
iessential. Fortunately’ these ser- 
'vice depots are very numerous, and 
‘ff a battery requires new plates they 

can be fitted in a matter of n few 
hours, special appliances being used 
‘for opening up a battery, fitting new 
plates and recharging at very mo- 
derate prices. . 
; A point af maintenance which the 
car owner can quite well attend to 
vis keeping the exterior of the bat- 
ltery elenn and dry. Any deposi- 
tion of acid on top of the battery 
“will inevitably cause a slow lenk- 
‘age of current. If this trouble be 
“persistent the battery should be 
sont to a service depot for examina- 
tien of the vents und glands. An+« 
other point that the owner-driver 
enn attend to is to clean off any 
corrosion from the connectors 
Many wad cases of corrosion occur 
cn neglected ‘batteries, and “the 
(eMiciency of the equipment, particu, 
vlavly the starter motor, is adversely 
‘affected, 


{Removing Terminal Corrosion. 


To remove the corrosion the con. 
nector's should ‘be unserewed and 
the green deposit thoroughly scrap- 
led away, a final clean up being 
liven with emery cloth. On replac- 
‘ing the connectors on to the pillara 
‘of the battery a thick coating of 
ivaseline should be applied. If a 
j battery ia prone to corrosion trouble 
‘the vaseline treatment will have to 
[be repeated from time to time. It 
lis quite likely that the insulation of 
‘the cables near the connectors will 
{nlso be found in bad condition; if 
su, any daumnge should be covered 
with adhesive insulatitig tape or 
rubber tape fixed with rubber solu- 
ition, It ig most important that no 
cumaged part of the insulation 
‘whould make duntact with any of 
the connecting bridges on top of the 
battery, and the cables should be 
carefully adjusted to prevent this 
happening and causing a short cir, 
cuit. 


Attention to Dynamo. 

“It may be taken as an indication 
that the dynamo is in good order 
sv Jong as it maintains its charg. 
ing rate as shown by the ammeter. 
Owing to its solid and simple con- 
struction the mechanism needs very 
little routine attention. Every few 
thousands of miles the commutator 
should be cleaned through apertures 
which are ninde accessible by ree 
moving the inspection cover. 
the machine running at a very low 
speed a clenn piece of rag looped 
over ‘a slip of wood should be in- 
aerted’ and: lightly pressed un to 
the revolving commutator. 

After a very long mileage new 
brushes will be required and re- 
newal of those parts is not a dift- 
cult matter if the fixing, of — the 
brush in its holder be first atudicd. 
The brush should be free In its 
holder as a tight brush will cause 
trouble, Manufacturers standard- 
ize -their brushes so: that, asa 
rule, a proper fit is ensured by or- 
dering the right replacements.

No attempt should be made to 
take a dynamo to pieces or to Inter- 
fere with any of ‘the connections; 
these ave matters to which an elec- 
trical service depot should attend. 
Altering the output of the dynamo 
is not as a rule advisable, unless 
done at a service depot, although 
some car owners are competent Bo 
to do.

CRAND PRIX. 


Marx T.T. Course. 

The abandonment of the 
Grand Prix races at Dublin this 
year has led to a suggestion by 
Mr, Cecil Kimber, . managing 
director of a well-known British 
motor firm, that the famous 
motor-cyele T.T, course in the 
Isle of Man should be used for 
a light car race next season. 
When the Manx authorities ap- 
proached the R.A.C, with a view 
to the car Tourist Trophy race 
heing held in the Isle of Man it 
was not. suggested that the 
motor-cycle course should be 
used. The reason for this was 
that it was felt that the stretch 
of road over Snaefell mountain 
would be too narrow-for a large 
number of competing cars of 
widely differing speed capabili- 
ties. 

Mr. Kimber’s suggestion is 
that there should be three sep- 
arate racey, just as there are 
three separate motor-cycle races 
—the lightweight, junior, and 
senior. Cars up to 750, 1,100, 
jand 1,500 c.c, would be eligible, 
“In these three classes last 
year,” he says, “there were 
seventeen, nine, and-three  en- 
tries respectively in the Irish 
Grand Prix, and eighteen, six, 
fund seven in the T.T. Even if 
these numbers were doubled in 
individual races in the Isle of 
Man there would still be plenty 
of room on the 38-mile motor- 
eyele circuit, which has been 
<improved out of recognition 
| since cars last raced on it in 
41922. My idea is that the. com- 
‘petitors should be started 
{ halt-minute or minute intervals, 
[the men who have proved the 
fastest in practice being  dis- 
| patched first. . 

‘Tt is obviously absurd for us 
as a country to crter too. much 
for big cars and, in effect, make 
our competitors a present of our 
premier awards.” Surely — it 
would be better to create a 
series of races, without handi- 
yeap, in those classes in which we 
ag‘a nation are pre-eminent and 
foster these to our fullest ex- 
tent. Our motor-cycles have 
become pre-eminent throughout 
ithe world, and there is no reason 
‘why our small cars should not 
be Jikewise.”

Another common form of leukago 
which often gives us this battery 
trouble oceurg when an electric 
horn is wired up, to the battery 
directly by a wire which is’ attach- 
ed to the battery terminal and is 
run to the horn, thenee to tho 
switch and then to earth. 

If this horn push is on the steer-|. 
ing wheel the wire has to be led to 
the wheel and must move. every 
time the wheel is moved, — It even-, 
tually [rays where it rubs against 
some metal part. The wire should 
be disconnected from the battery 
and the voltmeter or ammeter put 
into circuit with it and the battery. 
The needle will tell whether the 
wire is shorting anywhere,

bell test.’ Procure a small dry 
battery and an electric bell, Only

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GOLF HANDICAPS. 


YARDS INSTEAD OF STROKES. 


A polfer who read my mention 
last week of an “ecloctic’ card said 
that this carried him back a good 
many yenra in golf. 

“Like you, I have not seen an 
‘eclectic’ card for -a long time,” is 
his comment. Why is this? Have 
all clubs dropped this type of com- 
petition, or have we both moved out 
of the circles where they are to be 
found?" , 

An eclectic card, J] must explain 
for these who did not see my 
original reference, ig a sard made 
by taking the best score for each 
hole over six rounds. . If a golfer 
munages to do, say, the “14th hele 
in 3 shots just once in’ hig six ate 


tempts, his figure for the hole is 3. 
If he cannot achieve a better score 
than 5 for the 18th, dospite his six 
tries, then his acore for that hole 
must be entered aa 6. 


General Winners. 
Competitions with these selective 


cards are won at. most clubs by 
members who manage to put in a 


-Igcore better than ten under bogey, 


after dedycting half of their handi- 
cap. 

Acard of this type has the great 
radvantage of yiving the player a 
better idea of his capabilities than 
a single card. 

Heo sees not only which holes are 
easy to him and which holes beat 
him, -but he knows the best figures 
in which, on his current form, he 
can Feasonubly hope to master each 
hole. 

That ig why | Inmented the pass- 
ing of the “eclectic” card. 

Several correspondents have writ- 
ten to nasure me that “eclectic” 
competitions are a regular feature 
on their club lists, but I think the 
reader I quoted at the beginning of 
this article ia right for most of us, 
and that these competitions are no 
longer in such favour as they were. 

Incidentally, details of other types 
of competition have reached me, 
Real Battle Killed. 


Hord-and-fast handicaps, it  {s 
suggested, have killed the real battle 
of “golf—that’> which used’ -to 
be fought: in the clubhouse. be- 
fore starting out, when the play- 
ers used to bargain for the number 


jof strokes they would give or re- 


ceive. 

In one very fine club something 
of this ‘spirit still holds good. 

If two of the better-known mem- 
bers fix.a match, they write their 
names on a fair sheet of paper, to- 
gether with details of strokes given 
and received, and pin this slip to 
the club notice board, Any mem- 
bers coming Into the club are at 
liberty to strike wagers on the 
match. When a wager has been

A golfer who has intended no 
such responsibility may find himself 
tecing-up with a very substantial 
sum of money wagered on his 
prowess. .

A good many people have men- 
tioned ‘to’ me that they consider 
modern golf handicapping —al- 
together too mechanical. ~ 

Not only is the old-time bargain- 
ing before the match missed, but

caps, while good in its way, ean be 
used by the improving: player aa an 
ambush for the unwary, Just as it 


is a deadweight on the player whos H 


‘form is declining. . 

A system of handicapping that 
goes well among strangers, especial- 
ly if they are unequally matched, 
is what has been called — the 
University” system. 

I don't know why it is called the 
“University” system—I should ap- 
preciate some information on that 
point. 


Sliding Handicap. 


r 


Briefly, the players start level. 
As goon as one of them is one up, 
he must give one stroke to his ad- 
versary at the next hole. Ifo play- 
er ip two up, he must ‘give two 
strokes, if he is three up, he must 
give throe strokes. 

As goon as the player “in the 
drag" wing a hole by the help of hia 
‘growing allowance of strokes, one 
stroke is knocked off the allowance, 
until, if he pulls right up, the play- 
ers ‘are level again. 

ft seldom happens that the match 
gets past the point where two 
strokes have. to be allowed. 

Often enough, the game finishes 
on the last green. 

An amusing type of handicap— 
and one that may prove costly if 
sprung. On you--as-a eurprisc—is 
that of handigapping by yards, in- 
stend of strokes. Suppose, for 
example, that one player is taking 
ten yards from anoficr. He is 
within a foot. of the hole with his 
first putt on the first green. He 
tnkes a foot off his allowance, and 
considers the putt sunk. 


A Good System, 


At the next hole, he 
inches into tha rough. He moves 
the ball, substitutes a good Ne for 
the bad (by dropping the ball on 
tho fairway) and takes 4 iother six 
inches off his allowance. . 

By avoiding bunkers and water 
hazards, keeping .on the fairway, 
and ‘sinking  “might-have-been”’ 
putts, the player can turn hie allow- 
ance of yards Into a remarkably 
useful number of strokea, 

It is a good system of handicap- 
ping—but if ever an “Innocent 
stranger asks you if you think that 
you can allow him 
round, do not fall into the trap.—

Application 
by the petitioning ‘creditors 
to rescind the Receiving 
Order and withdraw the 
petition,

public examination.

Absconding Debtors. 

In the first case Mr. M. K. Lo 
appeared for the petitioning cre- 
ditors. He said that the applica- 
tion was rather a special one and 
he was not aware that a similar 
application had been made to 
the Court before. It was a cre- 
ditors’ petition, and in asking for 
n Receiving Order in December, 
he (Mr. Lo) had submitted: that 
there were aspects of the case 
which should be investigated. 
The allegation was that there 
had been fraudulent preference. 
Now he did not wish’ to with- 
draw anything that he had said 
previously, but he would like to 
point out that since the Receiv- 
ing Order was made nothing had 
been brought to light os sufficient 
proof for proceedings to be taken 
{n Court to establish the fraud. 
In any case, he said, the debtora 
had absconded before the actual 
closing down of the shop. 

Aascts Not Available. 

Mr, Lo proceeded to say that 
he thought the Oficial Recciver 
would support him in his state- 
ment that all the assets lad not 

. been available because of the 
fact that the firm’s business was 
that of ' commission ‘ agents. 

Consequently, certain other firms 

had claimed a lot of the stock as 

goods supplied by them on con- 
signment. The only remaining 
. assets were marine products and 
these could not be realised. Fur- 
ther, it was not possible to trace 
debts owing to ,the firm, for 
which reliance was placed on the 
books of the firm, and these 
were not available to the credi- 


tors. 
Creditors’ Position, 

In the circumstances, : if the 
proceedings went on the credi- 
-. tors would receive little if any. 
’ of-thelr money back. On the 
‘other hand, certain ropresenta- 
‘tives’ of the debtors had ap- 
.the creditors and offer: 
them a. cash composition of 
“per cent. in full paymont, and

the majority of creditors had 
agreed. Therefore it was futile 
for the petitioning creditors to 
stand out and say that they 
would not accept the composi- 
tion, so they had_ joined the 
others’ and accepted the 30 per 
cent. in full payment.
